HOPE TO MAKE LAND

Americans to Quit Crew at 
Brisbane; Airmen Feel 
Certain of Success. 


San Francisco, June 7 (A.P.).—The 
naval radio station here received the 
following radio message from the mono- 
plane Southern Cross at 9 p. m., Pacific 
Coast time:

Fliers Take Off. 


Suva, Fiji, Friday, June 8 (A.P.).—

for Brisbane, Australia, 1,762 miles, at 
2:52 p. m. today (9:52 p. m. Thursday. 
Eastern Standard time in the United 
States). The plane passed over Suva 
at 3:04 p. m. on her way to sea. 

The trimotored plane rose easily from 
the hard sand of the beach, 16 miles 
from Suva, and bearing its crew of four 
was soon out of sight on its south- 
westerly course over the waves to the 
far shores of Australia. The flight is 
expected to be completed in eighteen or 
twenty hours.

POCKET VETO KILLS 
MUSCLE SHOALS BILL 
NO TIME LIMIT ENDS 


President Fails to Act 
When Ten-Day Period 
Draws to Close. 


STATUS OF MEASURE 
SUBJECT OF DISPUTE 


$3,500,000 Fish Conservation 
Program Also Fails to Get 
Coolidge Approval. 


(Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge exercised his pre- 
rogative of a pocket veto on the Muscle 
Shoals bill by his failure to sign the 
measurs by midnight last night. The 
10-day period, in which he had to sign 
the bill or disapprove it by failure to 
act, ended then. 

However, much controversy has aris- 
en ove: the validity of the pocket veto 
power. In the opinion of White House 
and Justice Department officials, the 
lack of executive approval has auto- 
matically killed the bill. Senator Nor- 
ris (Republican), Nebraska, coauthor 
of the measure, on the other hand. 
takes the position that the bill auto- 
matically became a law with the faill- 
ure of Mr. Coolidge to sign it. 

The measure, which calls for the es- 
tablishment of a $10,000,000 Govern- 
ment corporation for the operation ot! 
the Muscle Shoais plant, has been on 
Mr. Coolidve’s desk ever since its pas- 
sage by Congress in the closing days of 
last session. In this period the Chief 
Executive has given no direct indica- 
tion as to the motives which might 
dictate his eventua) action on the 
measure. 


Status of Bill In Dispute. 


The status of the bill in case Presi- 
dent Coolidge failed to sign it by mid- 
night last night---when the ten days 
for executive action lapsed—has given 
rise in the last few dsys to much con- 
troversy. 

White House and Justice Department 
officials have been represented as be- 
lieving that lack of executive approval 
by midnight. would have automatically 
killed the bill. 

Senator Norris, who sponsored the 
Muscle Shoals legislation in the Senate. 
was of the opinion ‘hat the law auto- 
matically would go inte effect if the 
President failed to aff!x his signature 
to the bill. 


Holds Congress in Session. 


He held that Congress is not in ad- 
journment in the sense of the mean- 
ing of the word in the Constitution, 
wherein it is providea that unless a 
bill is returned within ten days it 
shall become law unless “the Congress 
by thelr adjournmen: prevent its re- 
turn, in which case it shall not be a 
law.” 

The Nebraskan neld that in 
of the fact.that Congress will 
again in December with the same 
members and officers, the Muscle 
Shoals law, even without the Presi- 
dent’s signature would have become 
*ffective at midnight. 

The question .s admitted by all to 
be very obscure, since the Supreme 
Court has never passea upon the point 
and decided it finally. 


Fish Conservation Bill Fails. 


President Coolidge also had failed to 
sign by midnight the White bill pro- 
posing a $3,500,000 fish conservation 
program and as a result the measure 
was believed automatically killed. 

Previously it had been erroneously 
announced by officials of the Senate 
that the measure had been signed. But 
the White House yesterday disclosed 
the measure’s status as having been 
before the President since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

The 10-day period during which Mr 
Coolidge could approve the measure 
expired at midnight.

TALK WITH COOLIDGE 
PRECEDES HIS MOVE 


Confers Also With Hoover; 
Issues Statement; Lauds 
Commerce Secretary. 


Representative Theodore E. Burton 
(Republican), of Ohio, announced his 
candidacy for the United States Sen- 
ate late yesterday. He seeks the seat 
that was made vacant by the deah of 
Senator Willis. Burton, who ts one of 
the original “Hoover for President” 
men, will be opposed in the Republican 
senatorial primary, August 14, by Carm! 
A. Thompson, who managed the pres- 
idential campaign of Willis. Thus a 
bitter fight is in prospect. 

Carrington T. Marshall, chief justice 
of the Ohio Supreme Court, also will 
be a candidate for the Republican sen- 
atorial nomination. 

The Willis term expires March 4. 
1933. Shortly after Senator Willis died, 
Gov. Donahey appointed’ a fellow Dem- 
ocrat, Cyrus Locher, to fill the seat 
until the people could have a chance to 
express their choice. 

Should Burton be successful, and he 
is supremely confident that he will, it 
will be his second term in the Senate 
He served in that body from 1909 to 
1915, and declined to run for reelec- 
tion. His seat was won by Warren G 
Harding, who resigned it to become 
President of the United States. 

Has White House Talk. 


Before he announced his candidacy 
yesterday, Burton called at the White 
House and had a lengthy talk with 
President Coolidge. Leaving the White 
House, he went to the Department of 
Commerce and conferred witb Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover Whether his can- 
didacy was the subject of the conversa- 
tions was not made known. 

Burton. who ts 76 years of age, Is one 
of the grand old men of American 
politics. He has given more than 30 
years of his tife to public service. In 
addition to his term in the Senate, he 
has served eleven terms in the House 
and has carried out many diplomatic 
assignments. 

He does not think that his advanced 
age is any handicap, nor do his friends 
Tho latter point out that, despite his 
age, he is one of the most active mem- 
bers of the House. 

That he has lost none of his vigor 
as an orator, they say, was demonstrated 
by the manner in which he chastised 
Representative Brand, of Ohio, when 
the latter sought to picture Hoover as 
an enemy of the farmer several months 
ago.

Archbishop Ruiz’s Report Is 
Studied; Prelate Asked 
for More Details. 


CONCORDAT MAY RESULT 


Rome, June 7 (A.P.).—The Mexican 
religious situation in the new light of 
a report presented by Mgr. Ruiz jy 
Flores, Archbishop of Michoacan, was 
discussed at length today by Pope Plus 
with Cardinal Gasparri, papal secretary 
of state, and Mgr. Borgonicini-Duca. 
undersecretary of state for extraordi- 
nary affairs. 

The Mexican archbishop, who had 
an hour and a half conversation with 
Pope Pius last night, was asked to com- 
pile a supplementary brief clarifying 
certain points in his first report.

tiff and his closest advisers are taking

Subordinating for the moe 
ment the presidential aspirations of 
any individual, men who have been ace 
tive in behalf of Lowden, Watson, Cur~ 
tis and Goff, joined in the movement 
which has as its immediate objective 
the maintenance of a block of dele- 
gates suficient to stop the Commerce 
Secretary. 


Emerson Placed in Charge. 


Direction of the unified campaign 
against Hoover. whose supporters are 
claiming victory on the first and sece 
ond ballots; was placed in the hands 
of Louis L. Emmerson, Republican 
nominee for governo: in Illinois and 
a stanch supporter of Lowden. Just 
what will be the line of attack still ts 
to be determined. 

Leaders in the allied movement free- 
ty conceded that Hoover has the jump 
for the nomination and that no time 
is to be lost in snubbing the Hoover 
boom. They expressed confidence that 
this could be done. 

One of the first aims of the Hoover 
opposition is to get their side of the 
argument hefore the big block of unin- 
structed delegates, nearly all of whom 
are yet to arrive To that end Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick, daughter of 
the man who is credited with placing 
William McKinley in the White House, 
las been placed in charge of publicity. 
She is a delegate a1 large from IIli- 
nois pledged to Lowden. 

Another object is to attempt to ree 
cover at least some of the ground ‘ost 
in the delegate contests before the Re- 
publican national committee, where 
Hoover made almost a clean sweep, 


Arthur Hyde to Make Plans. 


Former Gov. Arthur M. Hyde of 
Missouri, a Lowden delegate, is to map 
out the fight that will be made for 
the contest losers before the conven- 
tion’s credentials committee. 

With these activities in the enemy 
camp, the Hoover managers drove seq 
renely ahead, insisting that nothing 
can be done now to stop their man. 

They declared that their sweeping 
success in the contests had been a 
tremendous psychological factor in 
convincing wavering delegates that 
there was a real Hoover band wagon 
and that it was time to climb aboard, 

Overlooking no bets, however, James 
W. Good, commander in chief of the 
Hoover forces, directed his lieutenants 
to keep a watchful eye on the foe and 
where necessary to strike back. He 
reiterated that the Secretary of Come 
merce has around 500 votes in the bag 
and that when the convention gets 
under way his nomination would ap-<- 
pear inevitable even to bitter-end foes, 


Await Pennsylvania Group. 


There was a tendency in the Hoover 
camp as well as among the allied enemy 
forces to refrain from definite first- 
ballot predictions until the big unin« 
structed Pennsylvania and New York 
delegations get on the ground. Secre- 
tary Mellon generally is regarded as 
the key man on the Keystone State 
delegation if not in the convention, 
and both sides are waiting eagerly for 
him definitely to show his hand. As 
they see it, 79 votes are at stake. The 
Hoover managers all along have been 
Claiming half the 90 delegates from 
New York, about twice the number his - 
opponents have been willing to concede. 

One of the men who is trying hardest 
to turn back Hoover is Charles D. 
Hilles, national committeeman for New 
York, and his attitude is being taken 
into account when attempts are made to 
forecast where that delegation will go.

FOR SPECIFIC CASES 


Denies Police at Crossings 
Show Faveritism Toward 
Public Vehicles. 

AUTOISTS SAY SIGNALS 
BENEFIT TAXICAB MEN 
Charges of Road Hogging 
Continues to Reach 
Post’s Offices. 


By WI.LIAM ULLMAN, 
Carrying back to the Police Depart- 
ment the cLarges which ‘ave been made 


by countless motorists and observers of 
traffic conditions in Washington that 
the road-hogging tactics of some public 
vehicle operators may be traced largely 
to the indifferent attitude of the police 
toward this class of drivers, The Post 
yesterday was given positive assurance 
by those in charge at headquarters that 
they not only will welcome well-founded 
accusations, but are preparec to take 
appropriate disciplinary action when- 
ever specific charges are substantiated. 

The situation was catiined in detail 
to Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, who was told that the feeling 
is prevalent among the owners and 
drivers of private motor cars in ~ ash- 
ington that the public vehicle operator 
Is the recipient of definite favoritism 
on the part of the police. A great many 
motorists, he was told, from continu- 
ous driving have formed the very defl- 
nite opinion that the crossing officer 
perticularly shows partiality to the man 
at the wheel of a bus or taxicab. 

These observers declare that the po- 
liceman who is directing traffic quite 
often changes the semaphore to suit 
the convenience of the driver of a pub- 
lic vehicle. He is tnfluenced more, 
they assert, by the sharp blast of the 
horn on a bus or taxi thun the fact 
that a number of private cars are 
waiting to move onward. 


Hesse wenles Charges. 


The presentation of these charges to 
the superintendent of police met with 
a flat denial. Maj. Wesse declared that 
he firmly believed that they are abso- 
lutely groundless. A crossing police- 
man, he said, is instructed to expedite 
traffic no matter how it is composed. 
and he further stated that at all times 
there !s a positive effort on the part 
of the police to maintain an impartial 
altitude in performing cheir duties. 

Maj. Hesse was asked what tnose in 
charge of the Police Departmen, would 
do if accusations of this sort were made 
in specific cases. He replied at 
that the department welcomer any 
charges which can be substantiated. In 
the event of definite proof being offered, 


would be taken which would be com- 
parable with the offense. 

The department wishes to play no 
favorites and is ready to give a severe 
reprimand to any policeman who tits 
found so remiss in his duty. which is 
to enforce the law witnout favor, Maj 
Hesse said. Any other attitude on the 
part of a policeman, according to the 
chief, constitutes gross neglect of duty 
and is to be dealt with summarily. 

Maj. Hesse also was told of other 
eharges which motorists have against 
members of the force. The opinion Is 
widespread. he was informed, that there 
is a well-defined indifference on the 


crowd of spectators.

More Charges Reach Post. 


To this also the major’s reply was a 
blanket denial.

They 
came forward to substantiate the state- 
ments which have been made in the 
series of articles discussing the road- 
hogging manner of the operators of 
public vehicles. 

Many related personal experiences 
which served to prove the contentions 
that this class of automobile drivers 
are contributing in great measure to 
the traffic evils which exist on the 
streets of this city. Some stated in 
particular that they blamed the police 
for the situation and had observed of- 
ficers “winking” at operators of public 
vehicles jumping stop signs and other- 
wise violating the traffic code. 


TraffiCc Improvement Noted, 


In discussing the endeavor which 
The Post has made to direct attention 
to the unwholesome situation which 
has arisen, Maj. Hesse added his ap- 
proval to that already given by Traf- 
fic Director William H. Harland and 
others who have given careful study 
to the betterment of traffic in Wash- 
ington.

At ieast 107 students are sick as a 
result of the dinner, and a total of 33 
teachers, Mr. Davis said last night. Dee 
spite the depletion in its ranks, how- 
ever, the school remained open for 
classes all day yesterday. The effects 
were next heaviest felt at the Franklin 
Building, for, in addition to Mr. Kra- 
mer, his secretary, Miss Ethel Ginberg, 
reported ill as a result of the banquet. 
he is an ardent Business alumna. 

Chemists, employed in the laborato- 
ries of the District Health Department, 
declared it would take at least two 
days longer to determine accurately 
what food was responsible for the 
wholesale illness. 

The malady was held “an out and 
out case of food poisoning,” however, 
and the belief was expressed that the 
analysis of turkey, dressing and potato 
salad served at the dinner would fur- 
nish an explanation. The chemists 
discounted the suggestion that the 
trouble might be traced to new silver- 
ware recently purchased for the school.

TO BE TAKEN TO HOMES 


Commerce Department In« 
spector to Report on Arling- 
ton Air Crash Today. 


ONE WILL BE CREMATED 


Arrangements were being completed 
last night by officials of the Berliner 
Aircraft Co. to send to their boyhood 
homes the bodies of Keith R. Keeling, 
30-year-old commercial pilot, and Clay 
Goodrich, 23, who were burned to 
death Wednesday night when the 
monoplane they were fiying went into 


a tailspin and crashed on the Govern- 
ment. experimental farm in Arlington 
County. 

Telegrams were received from rela- 
tives directing that Keeling’s body be 
sent to Fort Scott, Kans., where the 
pllot’s parents and two sisters reside 
Goodrich’s body will first be cremated 
and the ashes sent to San Francisco, 
where an only brother makes his home. 

Brief services fom both airmen will 
be conducted at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon at the undertaking chapel of S. 
H Hines Co., 2901 Fourteenth street 
northwest, by the Rev. Z. Barney 
Phillips, rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany and chaplain of the United 
States Senate. 

Although the bodies first were taken 
to the District Morgue and held there 
until last night, Coroner J. Ramsay 
Nevitt explained that the District has no 
actual jurisdiction in the case. Cor- 
oner B. F. Swain, of Arlington County, 
assumed charge and announc*. that no 
inquest will be held. He issued cer- 
tificates of accidental death the night, 
of the crash. 

Chester Charles, inspector for the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics of the Department 
of Commerce, conducted a detailed in- 
quiry into the case yesterday and wi!’ 
file a report today at the bureau. He 
declared last night that he was not at 
liberty to make known his findings un- 
til the report is filed, when it auto- 
matically becomes a matter of publi: 
record. 

Henry Berliner, owner of Hoover Field, 
also conducted an Inspection of the 
wreckage yesterday and inquired into 
the possible causes of the crash: Ile 
said he found no evidences of struc- 
tural weakness in the plane. While 
Keeling was “a crackerjack pilot,” he 
said, most of his experience had been 
in flying seaplanes, and the ship he waa 
piloting at the time of the crash was of 
the land plane variety.

“I’m not saying we'll have the neces- 
sary 545 votes,” he went on, “but he'll 
be so close to it that before the result 
can be announced there will be a stam- 
pede toward Hoover and it will be all 
over We'll leave Kansas City a week 
from tonight.” 

“How about Coolidge?” he was asked 

“He's out of it. He’s made that plain.” 

“Will he send word to the convention 
that he wouldn’t accept the nomina- 
tion?” 

“I doubt it. It isn’t necessary. I 
think the fact that most of the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet will be here favor- 
ing Hoover’s nomination will be suf- 
ficient evidence of the President’s 
position.” 


Smoot at Conference. 


Senator Smoot, of Utah, who is to be 
chairman of the platform committee, 
also was present when Moses was talk- 
ing things over with Good. Later he 
said that nothing of significance had 
developed. 

Smoot declined to be drawn out on 
the probable platform declaration on 
farm relief, which is expected to furnish 
one of the fighting issues in the con- 
vention. It constitutes one of the 
lance heads of the fight against Hoover, 
but the opposition itself is not together 
on the question. 

The Lowden-Watson group is for the 
McNary-Haugen farm bill, which Presi- 
dent Coolidge vetoed; Curtis stood by 
the President on the Senate vote to 
override the veto although he originally 
supported the bill; Goff was against it.

Peril in Hoover’s Success. 

“There are a number of candidates 
before this convention who eminently 
qualify in this respect, but we are con- 
vinced that Herbert Hoover is not one 
of them. In the States we represent 
his nomination would endanger Re- 
publican success. Party workers have 
slight confidence in his Republicanism 
and our people generally feel that he 
is not in sympathy with their inter- 
ests. 

“Without at this time recommending 
any particular candidate, those upon 
whose shoulders will fall the burden 
of carrying the mid-Western States in 
November insist most emphatically 
that the nomination of Mr. Hoover 
would be a mistake.” 

Representative Vestal, of Indiana, 
Republican whip of the House, and 
Harry E. Kelly, of Chicago, have been 
designated by the forces lined up 
against Hoover to assist former Gov. 
Hyde, of Missouri, in contest cases be- 
fore the credentials committee. 


Will Press Every Contest. 


Those who are directing the con-

ZOGU IS TO PROCLAIM 
SELF KING, IS VIEW 


Premier Will Declare Albania 
a Monarchy, Authoritative 
Circles Report. 


Vienna, Austria, June 7 (A.P.).—It 
was reported today in authoritative 
Albanian circles that Ahmed Bev Zogu, 
president of Albania, was preparing to 
proclaim & monarchy with himself as 
king. 


After a year of disturbance which fol- 
lowed the meeting of the first Albanian 
Parliament in March, 1921, Ahmed Bey 
Zogu became head of the Albanian Re- 
public and a period of comparative 
tranquillity reigned. 

On February 23, 1924, he was shot 
and wounded itn the corridors of the 
Patliament House and a new govern- 
ment was formed. Southern Albania 
revolted in June of that year and 
Ahmed Zogu and his friends fled to 
Belgrade and Corfu. 

Bishop Fan '’S. Noli, leader of the 
Democratic and Liberal party, was in 
control for a while, but before a year 
was out an insurrection instigated by 
Akmed Zogu broke out in northeastern 
Albania. Ahmed Zogu again entered 
Tirana on December 24, 1924. He de- 
clared for a republic and was appointed 
as president by the national assembly 
on January 31, 1925. Ahmed Zogu, 
who is 34 years old, is also prime min- 
ister and commander in chief of the 
national forces.

Claims of U. S. Are Absurd, 
Denver Attorney Says; 
Jury May Act. 


Denver, June 7 (A.P.),—Efforts of 
the Federal Government to recover 
$8,000,000 in alleged delinquent income 
taxes, penalties and interest from H, M 
Blackmer, former head of the Midwest

Trial for Contempt. 


SENATOR NORRIS HEARD 
ON COMMITTEE ACTION 


Case Nearing End, With Pos- 
sibility of Jury Getting It 
Late This Afternoon.

The prosecytion in the case against 
Robert A. Stewart, charged with failure 
to answer questions about the Conti- 
mental Trading Co. put by a Senate 
committee last February, yesterday saw 
its major arguments admitted and 
many of the principal props of the de- 
fense removed before both sides rested 
and the defense took up its argument 
for a directed verdict, 


Despite vigorous objection by Frank 
J, Hogan, chief of the oil man’s coun- 
se], District Attorney Leo A. Rover suc- 
ceeded in placing before the jury the 
Minutes of the committee at the time 
Stewart, who is chairman of the board 
of the Standard Oil Co, of Indiana, was 
called to testify, which showed a 
quorum of senators were present. 

Justice Siddons also sustained Roy- 
er’s motion to strike out the earlier in- 
treduced testimony of Edward J. Bul- 
lock, vice president of the Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana, and others that only 


»three senators, five short of a quorum, 


were actually present when Stewart 
failed to answer his inquisitors. 

The Supreme Court justice held that 
the minutes ag produced by Ingham 
Mack, assistant clerk of the committee, 
were unimpeachable.

responsibilities it gives you as officers 
in the Navy,” Secretary Wilbur told the

A new international constitution was 
accepted by the International Federa- 
tion of Soroptomist Clubs convention 
at the Mayflower Hotel yesterday.

After Col. Lewis’ death, 
in 1781, she left Kenmore, near Fred- 
ericksburg, and lived for a number of 
years at Western View, in Culpeper 
County, where she was buried in the 
family graveyard, Her grave was left 
neglected for many years. 

She lived at Western View with her 
only daughter, Mra. Charles Carter, 
who, after the death of her mother, 
moved into Clarke County, where she 
died, ‘The present owner of Western 
View, A. Oldaker, deeded to the local 
chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution the land on which the 
stone was erected. 

Today’s exercises were under the aus- 
pices of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the Kenmore Association 
and the Culpeper Minute Men Chapter, 
Sons of the American Revoluton. Mu- 
sic was by the Culpeper Band and the 
principal speaker was Representative J.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 7.—An orlg- 
inal George Washington letter, which 
has just been brought to light in this 
city after lying hidden for many years, 
is creating interest among students 
and collectors of colonial material. The 
letter, entirely new to biographers, 
sheds new light on Washington's hu- 
man side. 

Written at Mount Vernon, July 28, 
1784, it was addressed to Clement Bid- 
dle, of this city. After remaining in 
the possession of Biddle many years it 
came into the hands of Richard Vaux, 
who was Mayor of Philadelphia in 1856 
and 1857, and upon Vaux's death it 
was transferred to his heirs. 

The letter also possesses unusual in- 
terest for stamp collectors. It was 
written more than 60 years before 
postage stamps came into use in this 
country, but the outside of the single 
sheet upon which the letter was writ- 
ten bears, in addition to the address, 
the word “Irree”’ and Washington’s 
signature, indicating to the postal au- 
thorities that it was to be carried and 
delivered without charge by virtue of 
the postal frank held by the first 
President. 

The letter follows: 

Mount Vernon, July 28, 1784. 

“Dear Sir-—-The mulatto fellow Will- 
lam who has been with me in the war 
is attached (married he says) to one 
of his own colour, a free woman, who 
during the war was also of my family— 
she has been in an infirm state of 
health for sometime, and I had con- 
ceived that the connection between 
them had ceased—but I am mistaken 
-~they are both applying to me to get 
her here, and tho’ I never wished to 
see her more, yet I can not refuse his 
request (If it can be complied with on 
reasonable terms) as he has lived with 
me so long & followed my fortunes 
through the war with fidelity. 

“After promising thus much, I have 
te beg the favor of you to procure her 
a passage to Alexandria either by sea, 
by the passage boats (If any there be) 
from the head of Elk, or in the 
stage as you shall think cheapest & 
best, and circumstances may require— 
She is called Margaret Thomas al, Lee 
(The name which he has assumed) and 
lives at Isaac and Harriet Sills, black 
people who frequently employ them- 
selves in cooking for familles In the 
city of Philadelphia, 

“Your Obedient and Humble Servant, 
“G. WASHINGTON.”

NO SCANDAL, AFTER ALL. 


The Senate campaign expenditures committee 
tas called a temporary halt. During the period 
@f the two national conventions tbe micro. 
a@copic activities of the committee will be sus: 
pended. The information so far obtained re- 
veals the expenditure of $731,089 in behalf of 
all those actual and near presidential candi- 
dates whose accounts have been examined. 
More than half the total, $380,822, was used 
by friends of Secretary Hoover in behalf of 
his candidacy. The campaign to make Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith the Democratic nominee cost 
$121,471. There is nothing surprising or sen- 
gational in this. The efforts made for these 
two men have been the most widespread, and 


‘political progress can not be achieved without 


the use of money. 

There has been a decided difference between 
the present committee and the one that served 
as an inspiration for such investigations in 
1920. The Kenyon committee developed and 
remained on a hot scent. The plethora of 
money used in the Wood campaign and the 
unfortunate distribution of funds made by the 
friends of Lowden served to make the inquiry 
of 1920 sensational. The inguisitors of 1928 
have not been so fortunate in developing sen- 
sations. They have been placed on and. have 
followed many cold trails. The members of 
the committee have been unable, apparently, 
to distinguish fact from rumor, and not a 
single promise of scandal] has been fulfilled. 

The intimation carried in the adjournment 
of the committee !s that it will resume its 
labors after the two candidates have been 
chosen. It is possible, also, that the House com- 
mittee appointed to duplicate the Senate’s work 
will begin to function after the excitement at 
Kansas City and Houston has subsided. For- 
tunately, the political interlude, during which 
@ny news is good news, will have ended 
and the actualities of the campaign wil! present 
themselves. The picayunish disclosures of the 
investigating committees will have a hard 
time then struggling for publicity agaiust 
happenings of real importance. Just a Little 
of such an unequal battle will convince the 
committees that their usefulness is ended. 
They have already shown that no candidate in 
the present race has done anything calculated 
to sustain the charge that an effort is being 
made to buy the nomination. That accom- 
plishment, but not necessarily the manner in 
which it has beé¢n done, should content its 
members.

There remains, however, less than a week’ be- 
fore the convention, and the situation is con- 
fused. Therefore, it is not surprising to find 
that time tables and shipping news have be- 
come the refuge of those looking for some 
light in the wilderness. It may become neces- 
sary before next Tuesday for some of the 
diviners to fall back on the telephone book 
or the city directory. 


TAX ON FIGHT TICKETS. 


The prize-fight industry is chafing under the 
heavy hand of the tax collector. With the 
beginning of the new fiscal year, July 1, a 
tax of 25 per cent will be exacted upon all 
tickets to prize fights costing more than $5. 
In most localities there are State taxes in addi- 
tion. New York promoters, for instance, will 
be left with only 70 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts when the new provision of the revenue 
law goes into operation. This is a condition 
that has brought wrinkles in the faces and 
tears to the eyes of those engaged in commer- 
cialized pugilism. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to find that 
Tex Rickard has decided to test the consti- 
tutionality of the statute enacted by Congress. 
The New York promoter has announced that 
he will pay the tax under protest when Gene 
Tunney and Tom Heeney meet in July, and 
that the legal staff of Madison Square Garden 
will do the rest. In the opinion of Rickard 
the tax, which applies only to boxing, is class 
legislation and can not be successfully de- 
fended. 

The outlook, after the new tax goes into 
effect, does not appear very bright for those 
boxing contests in which the scale of prices 
mounts up toward $50. If the promoter ab- 
sorbs the tax, as Rickard says he will do in 
the test case, his margin of profit Is reduced. 
If the customers are called upon to pay one- 
fourth above the face value as tax, the cost 
of being. a patron of the ring will increase con- 
siderably. However, it is questionable whether 
the class legislation attack can succeed. It 
will be hard to create much sympathy in be- 
half of the downtrodden taxpayer who is 
ready and able to pay $40 or $50 for a ring- 
side seat at a championship fight, but too 
poor to pay the additional amount that the 
Government demands. 


THE MONEY SHOP. 


The end of the fiscal year will find the 
Bureau of Engraving short of work, necessi- 
tating the shutting down of the big establish- 
ment completely during the remaining threo 
week-ends of June. This means that the em- 
ployes will find the total of their June pay 
about $75,000 less than they expected to 
receive. 

But there is still] more trouble in sight for 
the workers who print the currency, bonds 
and postage stamps for Uncle Sam. Two years 
ago the Bureau of Efficiency announced that 
the new issues of paper money would be put 
in circulation by July 1, 1928. The new 
currency is to be printed twelve to the sheet 
instead of eight, which is the number on one 
sheet of the present issues. The Director of 
the Budget recommended to Congress that the 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1929 be re- 
duced approximately $1,000,000, and that was 
done. However. there is no sign that the 
smaller notes can be put in circulation for 
some time to come. They have not yet been 
engraved, nor has the machinery for their 
making been installed. Yet the reduction in 
the appropriation for the operation of the 
bureau will compel the director to cut down 
his force. He explains that the shutdown 
order during the next three weeks is due to the 
cancellation of orders for paper money by the 
Federal Reserve Banks. On the other hand, 
should the banks find it necessary to increase 
their orders for currency to an amount even 
greater than that normally required, the situ- 
ation, so far as the personne) {fs concerned, 
can not be improved after July 1; for instead 
of a return to normal employment of the full 
force it will probably be necessary to dismiss 
at least 100 plate printers and perhaps 200 
women helpers in order to keep the expendi- 
tures for the expiring year within the limits 
of the appropriation. 


CUTTING DOWN BROADCASTERS. 


While Judge Robinson and Mr. Caldwell, 
members of the Federal Radio Commission, 
were in New York investigating the situation 
in the area said to stand most in need of a 
general clean-up, increasing evidence indicated 
that broadcasters were prepared to make a 
bitter fight against license revocation. One 
station after another has announced that it 
will be represented {in Washington when hear- 
ings on revocation are inaugurated, prepared 
to defend its assertion that it serves the public 
interest, convenience and necessity. Not only 
individually is the fight to be waged. In cer- 
tain areas Brooklyn, for example, stations are 
combining their forces so that representative 
committees may be dispatched to Washington 
in July to show cause why licenses should be 
renewed. 

It will be a bitter fight, ending up finally in 
the courts. If the commission’s opinion that 
it has the right to clean up radio through 
license revocation is sustained, the problem of 
providing good broadcasting can be solved with 
neatness and dispatch. If the courts rule 
otherwise, further attempts to clean up radio 
under the present law will be futile. 

The day is approaching when as many sta- 
tions as are operating at the present time, 
possibly more, can occupy the air simultaneous- 
ly without interference. As improvements are 
made in transmitting and receiving equipment 
it is certain that the wave divisions between 
stations can be measurably decreased. Radio 
engineers are working toward this end already. 
David Grimes, for example, demonstrated the 
other day to a group of New York engineers 
and newspaper men a small device that was 
slipped into one of the tube sockets of a re- 
ceiving set, which effectively eliminated the 
squeals and howls of interference set up by a 
miniature transmitter in his laboratory. The 
device, it is said, can be used effectively on 
any existing transmitter, and will be more 
effective in reducing interference than the 
radical reduction in the number of broadcasters 
about to be effected by the Radio Commission, 

Mr. Grimes’ invention has not yet stood the 
test of practical experience, nor can the com- 
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‘upon the expectation that the public will pur- 
chase additional equipment. If the device 
proves practical, manufacturers ultimately will 
incorporate it {nto their products, and after 
the new receivers have been generally distrib- 
uted the problem of interference may tave 
been solved. This process, however, will take 
years; so the immediate necessity is still a 
cut in the number of broadcasters,

Earl Sande, long ranked as the best jockey 


rin the United States, may be forced to sur- 


render at the end of the present season on 
account of increased weight. Nearly every 
jockey faces the problem of preventing natura) 
increase of weight and ultimately must choose 
between serious injury to his health or another 
calling. Sande has reached the conclusion 
that it would be better for him to get on the 
ground in America than attempt to stave off 
encroaching flesh. 

Under the American system of weights a 
jockey must be able to make 110 pounds in 
order to ride with success. The weights for 
the bigger stakes seldom run that low, but the 
fixtures of the turf are far and few between 
and the rider who would gain fame and for- 
tune must be ready for mounts every day. 
Only those jockeys who are by nature dwarfs, 
or nearly that, can stay at the low mark with- 
out tremendous effort. The others must live 
abstemiously and exercise constantly to keep 
in condition, There comes a time when the 
task of reducing becomes not only difficult but 
dangerous. A man intended by nature to 
weigh 135 pounds can not keep liimself 25 
pounds below that figure and retain his health 
at the same time. Keeping weight down so 
drastically means lowered resistance and the

chance that any slight ailment may prove fatal, 
Some riders have refused to abandon 
calling aud have suffered. either 
permanent disability as a result. 

It is not so hard for Sande to make his de- 
cision as is sometimes the case. He has been 
highly successful and is probably a moderately 
rich man. He may, if he chooses, go abroad 
and ride for a good many years yet, for the 
foreign scale of weights is higher than the one 
{mposed here. His departure, however, will 
be a distinct loss to the American turf. Few

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TWO GREAT EXPLORATIONS. 


A statement issued by the American Geo- 
graphical Society should serve effectively to 
silence the repeated assertions that Com- 
mander Byrd and Capt. Wilkins, both planning 
Antarctic flights during the coming winter, are 
engaged in a race for the South Pole. The 
American Geographical Society has extended 
aid to each expedition. Commander Byrd, it 
now announces, will fly to the pole inei- 
dentally as he explores the eastern portion of 
the high Antarctic plateau. Capt. Wilkins will 
center his attention upon the unexplored area 
lying between Ross Sea and Graham Land. 
He will not fly to the pole. 

There is no great glory in flying to the 
South Pole. It has been reached before. But 
there is much work to be done in exploring 
Antarctica. It is the largest of the great un- 
trodden regions, and both Byrd and Wilkins 
may be able to collect data that will lead to 
luuportant results, not only in geographic 
knowledge, but in the way of discovering 
natural resources, 

So little is known of conditions in Antarctica 
that these flights will be surrounded with the 
greatest dangers. It is believed that strong 
winds sweep down from the ice-covered, peaks. 
It is not known whether or not smooth Spaces 
suitable for landing will be found. Byrd and 
Wilkins are not adventurers, however. They 
are not undertaking these flights for the per- 
sonal thrill. Both are scientists and explorers, 
and they are willing to undergo hardships so 
that the bounds of knowledge may be in- 
creased. 

They should make discoveries that before 
the day of the airplane might have been kept 
locked from mankind forever. The result of 
their activity and their heroism will go down 
in the glorious history of the pioneers of 
exploration. 


BRULE’S GREAT TEST. 

From all accounts Brule, Wis., is one of 
those little hamlets by the side of the road 
which, to the average automobile tourist, have 
no reason for existing. Its characteristics are 
so colorless that only a major disaster could 
have fixed it in the national consciousness but 
for the fact that it now happens to turn up 
as the habited spot nearest to the retreat in 
which President Coolidge will pass the summer 
months. Now Brule joins Rapid City, not only 
as a name with which every one is familiar, 
but as a place with definite historical associa- 
tions. 

The interesting question is, how will Brule 
take this sudden rush to the front page? 
Already there have been vast changes. The 
law of supply and demand has operated to 
make Brule’s possessions more valuable than 
any local pundit ever could have imagined. 
Prices for available stores and habitations 
have skyrocketed. Linemen are giving Brule 
more direct and greater contact with the out- 
side world. The roads are being furbished up 
in anticipation of presidential travel and of the 
horde of tourists that will follow on his trail. 
Harold E. Webster, the village postmaster, 
who has been able for years to combine bis 
governmental duties with other activities, is 
to have a staff of helpers and is confident that 
the $100 which was cut off his salary this year 
because of shrinkage in business will be more 
than added a year hence. 

Wil) Brule ever be able to live this down? 
It has become a boom town, but the period of 
affiuence can not last for a period of more 
than three or four months. Then Brule will 
be forced to descend from the heights. Will 
it hold a measure of this progress, or will it 
sink below its former level, to decay as boom 
towns have before? Will the day come when 
Brule will have to be marked by a patriotic 
society for lack of other reminders of its 
presence? It takes courage and fortitude to 
survive an earthquake, and there will be a 
seismic disturbance in the lives and habits 
of the inhabitants of Brule before the summer 
is over.

IN THIRD-DEGREE INOUIRY 


London Examination of Irene 
Savidge, Arrested With 
Sir Leo, Is Halted. 


HORROR, FATHER SAYS 


London, June 7 (A.P.).—-Today’s tes- 
timony in the official inquiry into the 
Scotland Yard investigation of the Sir 
Leo Money-Miss: Irene Savidge prome- 
nade in Hyde Park lacked yesterday’s 
Intimate details, but what there was 
today was heard by many more than on 
the preceding day. 

Yesterday crowds, mainly young 
women, literally fought their way into 
a courtroom which at most could hold 
hardiy a hundred; today a slightly 
larger courtroom was used for the in- 
quiry and more of London's interested 
were accommodated. Among these, as 
yesterday was Lady Oxford. 

Cross-examination of Miss Savidge 
ended in the morning session, when 
she collapsed and suffered an attack 
of hysterics just outside the court- 
room during a brief absence from the 
stand. 

The inquiry was delayed while she 
was allowed to regain her composure, 
her mother, slated as the next witness, 
being excused to attend her daughter's 
illness. 

The cross-examination of Miss Sav- 
idge was devoted in great part to at- 
tempts to break down her contention 
that the Scotland Yard officers ‘iad in- 
serted in their report of their investi- 
gation questions and answers she had 
never made, or had given distorted ver- 
sions >2f them. 

She insisted she initialed the report 
at the end of the five-hour examina- 
tion only because she was “so tired” 
she would have “signed anything.” 

The inquiry, which is aimed particu- 
larly at investigating into. alleged 
third-degree methods employed In gain- 
ing testimony from Miss Savidge, was 
continued until tomorrow. 

John Savidge, father of Irene and a 
confidential clerk to an accountancy 
firm, testified that account of his 
daughter's condition when she returned 
from Scotland Yard were exaggerated, 
but that she was hysterl-. °. Beating his 
chest with his clenched fist, he ex- 
claimed excitedly: 

“Can you imagine the horror and 
misery we have been in?” 

Irene, he said, kept crying hyster- 
ically: 

“Oh, why did they pick on me, an 
innocent girl?”

The 
trouble about using these remedies fre- 
quently is that they tend, in time, to 
cause headaches. 

For the cure of rheumatic and neu- 
ralgic headaches, salicylate preparations 
are used The best known of these is 
aspirin, also known as acetyl salicylic 
acid.

T of “slam bidding’—one of the 

most important topics connected 
with Contract Bridge and one upon 
which, even yet, there is great di- 
versity of expert opinion. 

When the game of Contract was first 
introduced into this country it was but 
natural that the eye of the inexperi- 
enced Contract player should first light 
upon the enormous premiums allowed 
for bidding and making a slam. Pre-

Bovernment Is World’s Great- 
est Business, District Com- 
missioner Says. 


TALKS BY FINANCIERS

Montauk Beach, Long Island, June 

7.—The Government of the United 
States is the greatest business in the 
World today, and the government of the 
District. measured on a financial basis, 
is the largest business in the Distri:t 
Of Columbia, bankers attending ‘*e 
tenth annual convention of the Dis- 
trict Bankers Association were told to- 
flay by Sidney F. Taliaferro, Commis- 
Sioner of the District of Columbia. 

“Thirty-one years ago, when the pop- 
Ulation of Washington was approxi- 
Mately 265,000, the expenditures of the 
District amounted to $5,955,006. The 
income amounted to $3,255,680, ob- 
tained from the citizens of the Dis- 
trict in the form of taxes. The total] 
Value of assessed real estate was $180,- 
376,908, from which was derived 
$2,705,654, or the larger portion of the 
tax,” said Mr. Taliaferro, “for the _fis- 
Cal year 1927, with a population of 
530,000, the total expenditures ‘were 
#33,055,576, income was $25,327,629, 
While the total value of assessed real 
@state was $946,367,442 and the taxes 
Collected thereon $17,034,614.” 

Outlining the manner of running 
the District government, the District 
Commissioner pointed out that the 
District was conceived by the inspired 
forefathers of the Nation, set aside as 
® home for the Federal Government, 
detached from the jurisdiction or con- 
trol in any respect of any States and 
governed by Congress. 

“As the Washington Monument 
towers above the city reflecting the 
brilliance of the sun,” said the speak- 
er, “and casting not a shadow but a 
friendly shade, the City of Washing- 
ington, another monument to the 
Father of His Country, stands boldly 
forth upon the horizon of the world, 
@nd casts upon all nations its friend- 
ly and beneficent influence.” 

The first session of the three- -day 
meeting of the Washington bankers was 
presided over by W. W. Spaid, president, 
who, in delivering his address, outlined 
the work accomplished during the ad- 
Tainistration just closing and stressed 
the fact that never before in the history 
of the association has there been a 
better spirit of cooperation which has 
resulted in an era of good feeling en- 
gendered by the desire on the part of 
every member to help the banking fra- 
ternity as well as the community in 
Which they live. 

Frank W. Simmons, deputy manager 
of the American Bankers Association, 
Spoke on behalf of the parent organiza- 
tior, and, concluding his greetings, de- 
livered an inspiring address on the fu- 
ture of banking. Another speaker who 
brought valuable informatio: to the 
convention was John Jay O’Connor, 
Manager of the financ department. 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 
Whose address on current problems in 
finance was an outstanding feature of 
the morning session. 

The afternoon was devoted to golf, 
the top-spinning contest and tennis 
preliminaries, while there was a water 
trip for women, and at night a cotillion 
was held in the ballroom of Montauk 
Manor.

As a host of cities are making a bid 
for the event and can offer better seat- 
ing facilities than the limited space nt 
Central Stadium can afford, the Olym- 
pic committee will wait until noon 
today for the permit for the use 
Central Stadium. If the permit is not 
granted it will mean the games will be 
taken to some other city, preferably 
Baltimore, which has offered the use ol 
its City Stadium which could accom- 
modate 80,000 people. 

“Ajl proceeds from these games on

CN IPPOSES 
ROAD BY RIVERSIDE 


Proposed Mount Vernon Route 
Suitable Only for Industry, 
Commerce Group Holds. 


700 ATTEND EXERCISES 
AT GEORGE MASON HIGH 


Ashton C. Jones Protests 
Against Method of Choosing 
Democratic Delegates.

The board of directors of the Arling- 
ton County Chamber of Commerce 
went on record as opposed to the river 
route for the new Mount Vernon 
boulevard at its meeting last night. 

The point was stressed that the pro- 
posed location would destroy Arling- 
ton County’s large area which is now 
only suitable for industrial develop- 
ment. The board voted to use all pos- 
sible effort to have what’ is known as 
the westerly route over the hills of the 
county selected by the Government as 
the most logical, 

President Clarence R. Ahalt, in a let- 
ter to the directors, said: 

“It will affect our logical industrial 
area. Where can better facilities for 
industry be offered than between the 
river and the railroads now located 
there? 

“The railroads have purchased large 
sections for future expansion of tracks 
and yards, and it is not Hikely that 
any part of it will be developed for a 
residential section, as has been argued 
as the future possible development 
along the boulevara 

“Such a route, while urged for pur- 
poses of beautifying the river front, 
will cost decidedly more than a west- 
erly route, the difference in cost 
ing more than ample to beautify the 
entire river front to Four Mile Run. 
Even so, we will have a water-front 
drive on the one side and an indus- 
trial development end immense rail- 
road yards on the other, certainly not 
an inviting scene if we can picture 
what it will resemble 

“From the Highway Bridge to Four 
Mile Run we would have to pass under 
or over from eight to ten railroad 
tracks, and from Four Mile Run to 
Alexander these figures would be mul- 
tiplied several times, making the latter 
area absolutely inaccessible from any 
roads leading into the boulevard. This 
would mean that if Arlington County 
reached the road it would be from 
either the Highway Bridge or Alexan- 
dria—a most absurd situation from the 
county’s point of view. 

“Tourists coming into Washington 
over the river route might well be con- 
sidered as those pictured itn cartoons 
recently, showing a sight-seeing bus 
with the announcer saying in terms, 
‘Ladies and Gentlemen, behind these 
railroad tracks and the factory sites, 
lie the beautiful Lee Mansion, the 
Arlington National Cemetery and tne 
beautiful hills of Arlington County.’ 

“Over the westr-ly route the first 
glimpse of the Nation's Capital would 
be had from Arlington Ridge, a point 
frequented daily by persons for a view 
of the city, a bird’s eye-view of the 
city nestled in the valley of the Po- 
tomac, an impression which would be 
a lasting one in the minds of the 
tourist.” 

The board, on a motion by Ashton 
Cc. Jones, recommended a change in the 
constitution providing for associate 
members with annual ques of $10 and 
an increase of the dues of active mem- 
bers from $12.50 to 920. The recom- 
mendation will be acted upon at the 
next quarterly meeting.

Injunction May Be Sought.

“worse than a jail” in the community, 
according to officers of the Peabody- 
Hilton Parent-Teacher Association, who 
have taken the lead in the protest.

HOSPITAL FOR CHILDREN 
OVERTAXED, REPORT OAYS 


121 Cared For Daily During 
April, While Normal 
Capacity Is 98. 


MANY CONTAGIOUS CASES 


The Children's Hospital is being taxed 
beyond its capacity, and never in its 
history have there been so many bed 
patients over a period of months, ac- 
cording to the report of Miss Mattie 
Gibson, superintendent, to the board 
of lady visitors at their final meeting 
cof the season yesterday 

During April the hospital cared for 
a daily average of 121 children while 
the normal capacity is 98 patients, the 
report states, and the records further 
show that since December this average 
has been exceeded every month. 


To an unusual amount of contagious 
diseases, such as diphtheria and 
measles, during April is attributed the 
especially large nmumber of patients, 
which was equivalent to 3,755 hospital 
days. In the child welfare department 
1.183 patients were treated, 649 social 
service visits were made, 1,719 children 
cared for in the dispensary, 215 opera- 
tions performed, and 1,949 laboratory 
findings made. 

In order to meet the constantly in- 
creasing expenses for the care of sick 
children in the District, a permanent 
Thrift Shop, such as is conducted in 
other large cities, will be opened short- 
ly, and the proceeds derivsd will be 
equally divided between the participat- 
ing welfare organizations. 

The Children’s Hospital, through the 
board of lady visitors, the Child Wel- 
fare Society, of which: Mrs. Louis Lehr 
is president, and the Children’s Coun- 
try Home, Mrs. Alexander B. Legare, 
president, have announced their in- 
tention to cooperate in the enterprise 

In her report Miss Gibson announced 
the resignation of Miss Margaret Reed, 
who for three years has had charge of 
the school of nursing. Miss Reed will 
be succeeded by Miss Mary E. Nesbit, 
of Chicago, who will take up her new 
duties on July 1.
